About Making a Sod Road for 
Mail 


Carriers. 


S. L. Croy who carries mail on rural 


route No. 2 out of Decatur has 
an 


Idea about making roads which would 
serve for mail carriers at least under 
sueh conditions as exist at 
present 


when many of the country roads are 
Impassable. 


Croy says that on his route there is 


one place where for two miles along- 
side the road there is a strip of sod 
twelve feet wide. That two miles, by 
driving on the sod, he can cover with 
his mail wagon, in ten minutes. The 
next two miles following is a black 
mud road and one and one-half hours 


in getting 
over 
that 
are consumed 
distance. 


Croy's theory is that tho government 


should decree that there should be a 
strip of sod ground at least 
twelve 


feet wide along the public highway. 
It should be for the use of the rural 
carriers, and for them only when oth- 
er roads are impassable.
